Student Government 
works on parking 
problem

Many students who have classes on 
South Campus may have noticed that the 
Marginal Street lot behind Cobum Hall has 
been closed. This has forced many students to 
park illegally, and has raised some questions of 
safety. “If we had to get an ambulance into 
those lots, it would be impossible,” said Dean 
King. “The parking situation is an absolute 
crisis.” 

The Office of Student Activities and 
Commuter Services recieves a great deal of the 
students complaints. Frustrated students flock 
into the office daily asking for an explanation 
as to why they are forced to look for a space 
for over 45 minutes. 

According to Student Government 
President Chris Doherty, parking relief is on 
the way. 100-200 additional parking spaces 
will be added to South Campus by relining the 
Vulkor parking lot. The fence on the far side 
of the Humane Society lot will be removed and 
dial land will also be available for parking. 

It has been decided that the Marginal 
Street lot will remain closed. There is a 
$40,000 rental fee per semester and the State 
said it would take 180 days to open the lot due 
to surveys that must be done. The Vulkor lot 


renovations will be considerably cheaper and 
will make up for most of the parking spaces 
lost from the Marginal Street lot. 

Doherty stated that he parking situation 
will be helped further during Spring semester, 
because the College of Arts and Sciences has 
agreed to space out their classes more evenly. 
Doherty added, “Part of the parking problem 
on South Campus this semester is that too 
many classes are scheduled around the same 
time frame. Too many classes are on South 
Campus. 

Doherty went on to say, “Chancellor 


Hogan and Dean King have been very helpful 
with alleviating the parking problem on South 
Campus. Student Government has also been 
very, very active ensuring that the students' 
voices are heard.” 

Doherty would like to hear any com¬ 
ments or complaints about anything in regards 
to the University. As he puts it, “Parking is just 
one of the many issues that we intend to 
resolve, but students need to share all their 
concerns with the Student Govem-ment.” The 
SGA office number is 934-5006. 


Great Canal Cleanup planned for October

The Lowell National Historical Park and 
the city of Lowell are sponsoring “The Great 
Canal Cleanup,” taking place on October 10 
through October 31. The canal system will be 
drained by Boott Hydropower to allow for 
repairs and removal of debris. 

Volunteers are needed to clear away trash and 
help remove weeds from the canal walls, which 
can cause gradual damage. Park personnel will 
clear any large or hazardous debris. Help is also 
wanted with registration at each site and with 
refreshments. Public Information Officer 
Audrey Ambrosino urges area residents, stu¬ 
dents, and other organizations to come and help 
the cause. “This is our first time doing a com¬ 
munity cleanup project,” said Ms. Ambrosino. 
“We need people to get involved.” 

The cleanup will take place on the weekends 
of October 14, 21, and 28. On those Saturdays, 
there will be two shifts. The first is from 8 AM 
to 12 PM, and the second is from 12 PM to 4 
PM. “We do ask people to sign up for a four- 
hour shift,” said Ms. Ambrosino. 

Weekday projects are also planned. 
Although this is the first community cleanup, 
the canal has been drained periodically to do 


repairs in the past. In order to drain the canal, 
the gates to the river are shut so water cannot 
run into the waterway.“This is the first time in a 
long time they've done an extended drain- 
down,” said Ms. Ambrosino. 

Five sections of the canal will be drained, 
including Eastern Canal, Lower Locks, 


Merrimack Canal, Western Canal, and Lower 
Pawtucket Canal. 

There will be tours as part of the event, as 
well as poster contests for children and various 
other activities. If you want to volunteer or 
would like more information, call the Lowell 
National Historical Park at (508) 970-5000.

Sex Aggressors Later 
Harassers ? 

Los Angeles (CPS) - A new 
study suggests that men who 
are sexually aggressive may 
give clues on their eventual 
behavior earlier in life. 

Psychologists at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles have found that men 
who dominate and mistreat 
women when they are young 
may have a tendency to commit 
sexual harassment and sexual 
assault later in life. 

The study, authored by Neil 
Malmuth, traced the behav¬ 
ioral tendencies of 172 men for 
10 years. 

Malmuth listed risk charac¬ 
teristics of each man, ranking 
them in numerous categories, 
including: the acceptance of 
hostility of violence against 
women; general hostility; sexu¬ 
al appetite; exaggerated mas¬ 
culinity; Impersonal sex; and 
others. 

Malmuth found that eight 
of the nine men who topped the 
risk characteristics admitted to 
being sexually aggressive 
towards women. 

UV Food Worker Hides 
Campus Newspaper 

Charlottesville, Va. (CPS) - A 
disgruntled food services work¬ 
er stole 4,000 copies of the 
University of Virginia’s student 
paper after reading a story that 
was critical of campus food. 

John Darmstadt, district 
manger of ARAmark, the UV’s 
food provider, took the copies of 
the Daily Cavalier because he 
felt his company was maligned 
in a student’s column. 

The article in question, 
entitled “Beware of Inedible 
Horrors Lurking in 
University’s Dining Halls,” was 
a tongue-in-check critique of 
the food served by ARAmark on 
campus. 

When Cavalier staff mem¬ 
bers spotted the empty newspa¬ 
per bins near a campus cafete¬ 
ria on Saturday, August 26, 
they approached Darmstadt, 
who told them he was unhappy 
with the critique but didn’t 
admit to taking the papers. 
After the Daily Cavalier staff 
ordered more copies of the 
paper to be printed, campus 
police began to look into the 
matter. Darmstadt later admit¬ 
ted to taking the papers and 
locking them in an office. 

Darmstadt issued a letter 
of apology and distributed the 
papers on Saturday evening 
and Sunday.

Honors program up and running

Not just running — more like 
sprinting! The university-wide 
Honors Program has, to everyone's 
delight, really taken oft' this semes¬ 
ter. As this is being written, we 
have nearly a hundred students 
enrolled, including some 84 new¬ 
comers and over a dozen of last 
year's freshman students who took 
departmental Honors courses. We 
are currently offering 8 freshman 
Honors courses (including the 
obligatory 42.101 College Writing 
I. which has two sections for first- 
year Honors students) and 5 sopho¬ 
more Honors courses (including 
the obligatory 59.259 Honors 
Colloquium I on the theme City as 
Test — Lowell) , plus at least 3 
courses that are being offered as 
“Contract Honors" courses. We're 
just at the beginning of the third 
week in this semester, and already 
a group of second-year Honors stu¬ 
dents from the colloquium went on 
a spur-of-the moment field trip to 
view the standing stones at 
LeBlanc Park, one of the highest 
points overlooking Lowell. There 
is quite some mystery about these 
carefully aligned, tooled, massive 
rocks, and argument still rages over 
whether they constitute a prehis¬ 
toric monument site, or were erect¬ 
ed at the end of the 14th century, or 
are of quite recent origin with the 
arrangement dating back to only 
about 150 years ago. At any rate, it 
is intriguing to speculate about 
who erected them, and when, and 
why. 


We hope to get further 
insights from the next colloquium 
on September 18, when archaeolo¬ 
gist Dr. J. Pendergast will present 
an account of the early history of 
this area up to 1700. From there, 
we shall be examining Lowell 
from various standpoints, with 
field trips and visits to several insti¬ 
tutions, as we look into the evolu¬ 
tion of our city and university up to 
the present day. 

Now we are starting to make 
preparations for the Spring semes¬ 
ter and are already looking ahead 
to the next 1996/97 academic year, 
when the Honors Program will 
extend further to include junior- 
year, specialized courses. 
Meanwhile, there is already one 
major event planned for the current 
academic year: on Tuesday, April 
30, 1996 the second in an annual 
series of University of 
Massachusetts system Conferences 
on Undergraduate Research, 
Scholarly and Public Service 
Activities will be held on the 
Amherst campus. The first of these 
conferences, held at UMass 
Amherst on April 17 this year 
turned out to be an outstanding 
success. From Lowell, over 50 stu¬ 
dents participated and five of them 
were awarded prizes for their 
excellent work and presentation. 
We swept the board in the Physical 
Sciences and Engineering catego¬ 
ry: the five award recipients were 
Nicholas Demien, Richard 
Kaufman, Dave Kharas, Joseph P.

Let’s see if we can improve on 
even this fine showing in the com¬ 
ing year. Although organized by 
the Honors Directors of the four 
campuses (Amherst, Boston, 
Dartmouth and Lowell), the event 
was open to all full-time under¬ 
graduate students (i.e. regular as 
well as Honors), and it proved to be 
impressive and enjoyable — so 
let's start thinking about projects 
that would be suitable to enter into 
this competition and show that 
Lowell has much to offer!

The weekly advice column 


for residential students 


Q. “I’m really having a tough 
time with my roommate. We were 
both good friends from high 
school, but we have very different 
lifestyles and I think we made a 
really big mistake choosing to be 
roommates.” 

A. That is a common realiza¬ 
tion for many students who end up 
moving in with their friends from 
high school. Depending on the 
severity of the disagreements, 
there are several solutions to 
roommate conflicts. 

The two people involved 
must discuss what the desired out¬ 
come is. It may be that both are 


willing to work for a better living 
situation, or it may be that each 
really wants to go his or her own 
way. 

If the students want to stay 
as roommates, then the task is to 
work out the difficult situations. 
Often times a mediator, such as an 
RA or an RD, can help things run 
more smoothly. The first step is to 
sit down and explain how specific 
behaviors affect your ability to 
study, live comfortably and peace¬ 
ably, etc. 

Once each person under¬ 
stands the specific behaviors of the 
other, the picture becomes clearer 


and all of the pieces can be laid on 
the table for calm discussion and 
negotiation. 

If the situation is such that 
neither individual wants to room 
together, then a room change is a 
simple matter of filling out a 
room-change request form avail¬ 
able from any RA. As there may 
not be an immediate opening 
available, it may be necessary to 
work out a temporary compromise 
until a room can be found. 

As in any difficult situa¬ 
tion, calm, rational thinking makes 
life easier for everyone involved.

DIVERSITY UPDATE 


In June, the Center for Diversity and Pluralism facilitated a discussion with vari¬ 
ous departments to organize efforts regarding international programs. Individuals 
who are currently involved or interested in international programs were invited to 
share their resources and insight on ways in which the University might facilitate 
studies abroad. The group discussed the importance of international programs for the 
cultural and academic exchange it provides. Council affiliates recently visited Puerto 
Rico to investigate networking possibilities and to discuss exchange programs 
between UMass Lowell and the University of Puerto Rico. If you are a student who 
has interest in international programs, please contact the Center. 

For the past few months, the Center has been involved in the construction of the 
Diversity at UMass Lowell brochure/magazine that will be available this fall. This 
publication will highlight the events of 1994-1995 and will represent the divergent 
population of our University. Also, for information on programs, courses or activi¬ 
ties that include diversity components, the Directory of Diversity Initiatives is cur¬ 
rently being prepared for distribution and will also be available this fall. 

In August, the Center for Diversity and Pluralism facilitated its first Professional 
Development Workshop on Diversity for staff who work directly with students. The 
workshop invited participants to learn about the increased diversity that Currently 
exists at UMass Lowell as well as the variety of students that are likely to occur in 
the near future. Facilitators discussed the role of communication and conflict man¬ 
agement efforts when dealing with students from various cultural, racial and ethnic 
backgrounds. 

Throughout the summer, the Center for Diversity and Pluralism worked to close 
the 1994-1995 Seed Grant cycle. All recipients of Seed Grant funding are required to 
submit Final Reports documenting the effectiveness of their programs. This year we 
are hoping to see more activities and programs proposed by and for students.

ONG LIVE THE KING 


Frightening as it may seem, the most 
potent heavyweight showdown on pay-per-view 
this fall may be between two seven footers 
answering to the names Shaq and The Dream. 
Originally conceived as a potentially lucrative 
event, cashing in on the popularity of the two 
centers while keeping basketball fresh in the 
minds of sports fans in the wake of yet another 
labor dispute, this duel has become increasing¬ 
ly important as the boxing community feels the 
effects of a turf war. 

This being a discussion involving a high 
stakes battle involving controversy in televi¬ 
sion's most glamorous sport, it should come as 
no surprise that the main player is none other 
than promoter Don King. Outdoing even him¬ 
self, King sent the sports world reeling by dis¬ 
playing the lengths he will go to vanquish the 
opposition. 

King's latest conquest began when he 
locked horns with long time adversaries HBO 
and promoter Bob Arum over a November 4th 
fight engagement. HBO's scheduled heavy¬ 
weight showdown between Evander Holyfield 
and Riddick Bowe was scarcely enough to pre¬ 
vent King from announcing plans to have Mike 
Tyson beat up on Buster Mathis Jr. that same 
night. 


The actions of Don King are seldom with¬ 
out interest, but the decision to declare total war 
with one-time ally HBO was nonetheless singu¬ 
lar. Former champ Holyfield is one of the 
sport's true competitors, and in Bowe he faces 
a gifted opponent, never to be underestimated. 

But Tyson is the most dominating pres¬ 
ence in boxing, perhaps ever. Without entering 
into a lengthy discourse on his character, it may 
be said that despite a rape conviction and 
prison term (or perhaps because of it), Tyson is 
riding an unprecedented surge in popularity. 

How big is the fighter? 

His comeback fight (broadcast by King's 
pay-per-view company) brought in some $96 
million in revenue worldwide, without a quality 
opponent. The distinction of being stomped by 
Tyson was enough to land Peter McNeely an 
endorsement deal with Pizza Hut, though he 
may be more qualified as a spokesperson for 
"Pork-the other white meat". 

Don King was only too aware of Tyson's 
worth when he lured the young heavyweight 
from those who guided him on the road to 
becoming champ. He was aware of it through 
the fighter's troubles, and he was aware of it 
when he refused to back down from HBO. But 
no one expected the stalemate to end as it did.

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State Spending For Public Universities Steadies

WASHINGTON—State governments are seeing extra dollar signs in their bank accounts lately, but they are not 
sharing as much of that wealth with their public universities. 

Although state spending on higher education has steadied nationwide, other state services—mostly 
Medicaid and the prison system—are benefiting more from the states’ recent revenue upswings, according to 
the annual report by the American Association of State Colleges and Universities (AASCU). 

Public university officials worry that a predicted downturn in state economies and the decreased attention to 
the universities could threaten financial aid, tuition costs and overall access to a college degree, the AASCU 
report states. 

States have thin safety nets for reserves, and even those experiencing good times this year could take a 
downturn as early as next year, which Federal Reserve Chairman Alan Greenspan and other economists have 
forecast. Coupled with increases in enrollment over the next 15 years and an average tuition increase of 3 
percent to 6 percent a year, the trend toward less state-support troubles public universities, which get about half 
their funding from the states. 

“Are they going to provide more funds, or are we going to limit access?” said John Hammang, AASCU’s 
state and campus relations director. “It potentially could mean not very good things for the higher education 
establishments.” 

States now are more fiscally sound than in recent years, with an average 4.9 percent increase in their 
budgets. State spending on higher education has increased by 4.2 percent—a “respectable rise,” according to the 
report, “but still troublesome when shown against the backdrop of declining state support for higher education.” 

“So much of the state budgets are beyond (politicians’ control),” Paul Rahmeier, associate vice chancellor 
for instruction at the University of Massachusetts-Lowell, said in an interview. “Higher education is one 
(expenditure) they’ve been able to cut without being politically punished.” 

Nationwide, state grant aid to students increased by an average of 12.6 percent from 1992-93 to 1993-94, 
but the increases were uneven across the states. Five states averaged increases of 17 percent or more while all 
other states averaged 5.1 percent, according to the AASCU. 

Among the annual report’s other findings: 

• The average undergraduate cost of tuition and fees at a public institution was $2,590 for the fall of 1994. This 
is a 6.1 percent rise from the previous year. 

• Room and board charges increased 3.6 percent from fall 1993 to fall 1994. 

• States awarded nearly $3 billion in aid last year, at an average of $963 a student. 

AASCU President James B. Appleberry interviewed legislators nationwide and said they generally agree 
that a college degree benefits the individual more than the public. Politicians said they feel the “user,” or the 
student, then, should pay more of the cost of that education and not rely as much on financial aid. And by 
cutting back the amount of money funding colleges, they can “avoid the ire of the taxpayer,” he said. 

“I would say in recent years there’s been a move in the public attitude,” Rahmeier added. “Higher education 
was seen as a public good, but now it’s more likely to be seen as a private good. Some people think this is 
extremely short-sighted.” 

What this means for students is that they may face the greatest threat ever to earning their college degree, 
Appleberry said. They are more dependent on student loans, which have obstacles of their own to hurdle in 
Congress. They are more likely to work longer hours, which also jeopardizes a quick graduation. 

And enrollment, which dropped about 1 percent in 1993 for the first time since 1986, is on the rise again. 
The National Center for Education Statistics predicts that 15.9 million students will be enrolled in colleges and 

universities by the year 2004. 

Students, therefore, may face greater competition for fewer financial aid dollars to pay for a higher cost 
tuition, the report said. 

Recognizing this, students are beginning to seek degrees at lower-cost institutions, Hammang said. Nearly 
32 percent of freshmen said they chose their college based on low tuition and financial aid offers. 

“That’s far more affordable than worrying about $25,000 or $30,000 a year tuitions,” he said. 

And students continue to work. At UMass-Lowell, for instance* almost all the students “are literally 
sweating their way” through school, Rahmeier said. 

“It makes them very serious and very responsible,” he said. “They accept the responsibility for their 
education. They can truly say they earned it.”

“We will 
be close to the cutting edge," said 
Yale. 

One program by Academic 
Software called First Place will 
help students develop resumes and 
letters and will leach job-search 
techniques. Students will be able to 
put their resumes on the computer 
where future employers can look 
and find a match to what they are 
looking for. “Students will have 
24-hour access to the job search." 
added Yates. 

As far as the physical 
changes, walls will be tom down to 
make room for desks, computers, 
books, directories and job listings. 
It is hoped that these renovations 
will make students feel more com¬ 
fortable and will make the job- or 
internship- search process easier. 

Other employees at Career 
Services are Assistant Director 
Jake Burke, who will be actively 
developing new employer relation¬ 
ships; Rachel Godfrey, who will be 
involved with the on- and off- cam¬ 
pus recruiting program; and stu¬ 
dent worker Elaine Seidel who will 
assist with workshops, student out¬ 
reach and resume checks.

Sex disrimination suit filed against Pitino

Lexington, Ky.— The former men’s basketball train¬ 
er at the University of Kentucky has filed a sex dis¬ 
crimination lawsuit against head coach Rick Pitino, 
claiming the highly successful coach demoted her so 
he could fire an old friend to fill her position. 

Last May, JoAnn Hauser was transferred from 
her training position with the men’s team to the same 
role with the women’s team. Hauser, however, 
refused to accept the transfer, claiming Pitino ordered 
the move so he could hire Edward Jamiel, a former 
colleague from Pltino’s coaching day’s at Providence 
College, for the men’s training position. 

Hauser’s lawsuit, which includes Athletic 
Director C.M. Newton, the Kentucky Athletic 
Association and the university, states that her refusal 
to work as the women's trainer created a “hostile 
working environment” for Hauser and affected her 
job performance, finally forcing her to quit her posi¬ 


tion in June. Once Hauser left, Jameil stepped in as 
the men’s basketball trainer. 

Although the lawsuit does not identify the 
speakers, it lists comments made by university 
employees to Hauser that indicated gender prefer¬ 
ence, including, “It’s more natural for a women to do 
women’s sports, and a man to do men’s sports.” 

The suit also alleges that Pitino said, “I do not 
want any more women involved in the men’s basket¬ 
ball program.” 

UK officials released a statement denying any 
discrimination. “We treated Ms. Hauser fairly, and 
we offered her many opportunities, including contin¬ 
ued employment as the men’s basketball trainer,” 
said Carl Nathe, a university spokesperson. 

Hauser, who came to the men's team as a grad¬ 
uate assistant athletic trainer in 1986, was promoted 
to head trainer in 1991. 

Pitino, who hired Bernadette Locke-Mattox as 
a UK assistant coach in 1991, making her the first on 
a Division I men’s team, has yet to comment on 
charges. 


Penn State Basketball Coach Bruce Parkhill Resigns 


State College, Pa. (CPS) - Penn State basketball 
coach Bruce Parkhill, one of college basketball’s 
most determined figures, has decided to call it quits. 

Citing loss of passion for his job, Parkhill, 46, 
announced his decision to leave the basketball team 
before the 1995-96 season begins. Parkhill had 
coached the Nittany Lions since 1983. 

“I just haven’t enjoyed coaching as much as I 
used to. I’ve been contemplating this decision for the 
past seven or eight years, but each summer I got reju¬ 
venated and came back,” Parkhill said at the press 
conference announcing his retirement. “I just didn’t 
have the same enthusiasm for the job.” 

Athletic director Tim Curley said Parkhill will 
be replaced by Jerry Dunn, Parkhill’s longtime assis¬ 
tant. 


While Parkhill said he has no plans to return to 
coaching, he will remain on as assistant athletic direc¬ 
tor. 

Although Penn State became a member of the 
Big Ten last season, Parkhill spent most of his 12 sea¬ 
sons recruiting for a basketball team without any con¬ 
ference affiliation - an often difficult task for college 
coaches. Despite that hindrance, Parkhill compiled a 
181-169 record and enjoyed five 20-victory seasons, 
as well as a berth in the NCAA tournament and two 
trips to the final four of the NTT. 

Dunn begins this season with a new prize: the 
new 15,000 seat Bryce Jordan Center, which will 
house Penn State basketball games starting in 
January.
